DEMONS  WIN  4  OF  7 

Starting  out  with  three  wins  in 
the  first  three  games  of  the  season, 
the  Demons  ran  into  trouble  and 
dropped  the  next  three  games  on 
successive  Saturday  engagements 
with  Southeastern,  Louisiana  Tech, 
and  Mississippi  Southern,  all  con- 
ference opponents. 

They  bounced  back  into  the  win 
column  in  a  non-conference  game 
with  Union  University  of  Jackson, 
Tennessee,  on  November  5.  Early 
in  the  game  Lancaster  drove  over 
from  the  five-yard  line  to  start  the 
scoring.  The  try  for  extra  point 
by  Davis  was  blocked.  Later, 
Emmons  passed  to  Pharis  from  the 
14-yard  line,  and  Davis  converted 
the  extra  point. 

For  Union,  Bolen  carried  over 
from  the  one-yard  line  after  set- 
ting up  the  play  with  a  pass  from 
the  42-yard  line.  Crowell  kicked 
the  extra  point.  Before  the  half 
ended,  Crowell  went  over  from  the 
five-yard  line  and  then  kicked  the 
extra  point.  The  half  time  score 
was  Union  14,  NSC  13. 

Coming  bark  in  the  second  half, 
the  Demons  pushed  over  three 
touchdowns  while  holding  the 
Union  Bulldogs  scoreless.  All 
extra  points  were  missed. 

Lancaster  drove  over  from  the 


eight-yard  line  early  in  the  second 
half.  Later,  Taylor  carried  the 
ball  over  from  the  seven-yard  line. 
A  fumble  was  recovered  by  the 
Demons  on  the  Union  six-yard 
line,  and  Beck  plunged  over  from 
the  two-yard  line  for  the  final 
touchdown.  Final  score:  Union 
14,  NSC  31. 

The  record  for  the  Demons  for

Who  on  Campus 

The  selection  of  12  to  16  out- 
standing students  for  "Who's  Who 
in  American  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities" has  been  discontinued  on 
the  campus,  according  to  the  min- 
utes of  the  Student  Council  at  their 
October  27  meeting.  The  council 
voted  to  discontinue  the  selection 


on  the  basis  that  "Who's  Who  in 
American  Colleges  and  Llniversi- 
ties  is  mainly  a  money-making 
book,  and  of  little  or  no  aid  to  the 
individuals  whose  names  appear  in 
the  book." 

The  action  of  the  Student  Coun- 
cil was  highly  commended  by 
President  McGinty  and  Dr.  Gerber. 
Director  of  Student  Personnel. 


School  of  Applied  Arts 
And  Sciences  to 
Publish  Quarterly 

Representatives  of  the  six  de- 
partments in  the  school  of  Applied 
Arts  and  Sciences,  including  stu- 
dents and  faculty  members,  met 
recently  to  lay  plans  for  the  first 
publication  of  a  quarterly  featur- 
ing the  various  departments. 

Primary  purpose  of  the  quar- 
terly publication  is  to  link  the 
present  students  of  this  division  of 
the  College  with  future  employers, 
as  well  as  to  acquaint  high  school 
graduates  with  the  opportunities 
offered  them  in  special  fields  here 
on  the  campus. 

The  six  departments  include 
Agriculture,  Aviation,  Business, 
Home  Economics,  Industrial  Arts 
and  Nursing.
